The latest unemploy- 
ment figures available 
from the district’s three 
Commonwealth Em- 
ployment Services this 
week included 2151 
registered at Footscray, 
2254 at Sunshine and 
1415 at Newport. 

‘A spokesman at, the 
Footscray office said 
yesterday about one 
quarter of those people 
registered as out of 
work were married 
women.. 

“Over the past three 
months quite a few 
women have been sack- 
ed at the local textile 
factories, and this has 
sent the numbers up,” 
he said. 

“This may not be as 
bad as it seems, be- 
cause a lot of these 
women won't be the 
families sole bread win- 
her. 

“It’s also interesting 
that although the 
unemployment figures 
are high, Footscray has 
had a greater number 
of job vacancies over 
the’ past three months 


than it has had in the 
past three years. 

“But we’re having no 
trouble filling any of 
the vacancies, whether 
they’re for skilled or 
unskilled workers. 

“Personally ¥ think 
we're better off than a 
lot of other places 
around the city.” 

Mr. Mike McKay, 
manager at the New- 
port office, said this 
week a‘ large majority 
of unemployed regis- 
tered with him -were 
women. . 

“Newport isn’t the 
sort of area where a lot 
of women can find jobs, 
it’s mainly a district for 
men’s work: 

“These women would 
make up a fair per- 
centage of the 1415 
people on our lists,” he 
said.
